door labor. He has a herd of two hun- 
dred horses and mulr<; some of them be 
ing very fine animals; in addition to the 
horse stock he has suuie cattle and several 
band* of sheep and goats. 


His buildiugs are quite extensive, con- 


tixing.of a; large storehouse, four dwel- 
lings, fV«bles, corrals, K,-nanes. etc., etc.
